Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Herbert  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Uttoxeter  Urban  District  for  the  year  1958.  The  report, 
which  largely  follows  the  pattern  established  in  previous  years, 
has  been  drafted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No.  2/59. 

“  The  year  of  the  rainy  summer  ”  is  the  way  that  many  of  us 
will  remember  1958,  but  in  spite  of  the  lack  of  sunshine  it  was  an 
excellent  year  for  the  health  of  the  district.  There  were  no  major 
epidemics  of  infectious  disease,  and  only  one  notified  case  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  cases  of  infectious  disease  which 
did  occur  are  commented  on  in  the  appropriate  section  of  this 
report. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population,  which  averaged 
21  in  the  early  post-war  years  and  reached  22.80  in  1947,  thereafter 
declined  steadily  to  12.7  in  1955.  The  trend  is  now  upward  again, 
and  in  1958  it  was  17.9  as  compared  with  16.8  in  1957.  This  is  in 
accordance  with  the  national  trend  which  was  16.4  in  1958  and  the 
highest  since  1949. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  stillbirth  rate,  which  was  1.1 
in  1957,  is  0.62  for  1958.  There  were  also  fewer  infant  deaths. 
The  infant  death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  is  14.08.  This  figure 
represents  in  actual  fact  only  two  deaths  of  babies  under  1  year  of 
age.  In  both  these  cases  congenital  abnormalities  were  present. 
This  does  not  mean  that  we  have  the  measure  of  all  infections  and 
diseases  of  early  childhood.  There  are  still  strains  of  infecting 
organisms  that  do  not  respond  readily  to  antibiotics,  and  there  are 
still  conditions  which  quickly  snuff  out  a  young  life  and  for  which 
medical  science  has  not  yet  discovered  a  remedy,  but  the  new 
drugs  and  improved  methods  of  child  care  have  wrought  a  tremen¬ 
dous  change  in  the  picture  of  infant  mortality.  One  has  only  to 
look  at  records  of  upwards  of  10  years  ago  to  realise  how  great  the 
change  is. 

To  turn  to  the  general  death  rate,  the  figure  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  Uttoxeter  Urban  District  for  1958  is  12.2  which  is 
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slightly  higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  (11.7). 
Analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  show  that  in  this  district  there  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  heart  disease,  and 
in  particularly  to  coronary  disease.  The  incidence  of  this  condition 
is  linked  with  degenerative  processes  in  the  blood  vessels  and 
occurs  much  more  frequently  among  groups  of  population  who  are 
subject  to  undue  mental  stresses,  or  who  live  “  under  pressure.” 
It  is  therefore  a  disease  of  civilisation  and  particularly  of  the  times 
in  which  we  live.  There  are  also  some  indications  that  the  amount 
of  fat  in  the  diet  may  play  a  part  in  determining  the  onset  of  throm¬ 
bosis.  It  is  of  interest  to  note,  however,  that  the  deaths  in  this 
district,  both  male  and  female,  due  to  heart  conditions  were  almost 
without  exception  in  persons  of  70  years  or  more,  and  that  a  fair 
percentage  were  in  their  eighties. 

The  year  1958  was  a  memorable  one  in  that  on  4th  July,  1958, 
the  500th  post-war  council  house  was  completed  and  opened  by 
your  Member  of  Parliament  John  J.  Jennings.  Uttoxeter  Urban 
District  has  a  housing  record  of  which  it  may  be  justly  proud  for 
it  compares  very  favourably  indeed  with  that  of  towns  of  similar 
size. 

Perhaps  our  greatest  housing  problem  lies  in  the  overcrowding 
caused  by  a  son  or  daughter  marrying  and  continuing  to  live  at 
home.  But  it  is  not  within  the  means  of  most  young  couples  to  buy 
or  build,  and  privately  owned  houses  or  flats  to  rent  at  reasonable 
cost  are  few  and  far  between.  Overcrowding  in  a  country  town  like 
Uttoxeter  does  not  produce,  to  the  same  degree,  the  physical  ills 
which  result  from  overcrowding  in  industrial  areas,  but  the  effects 
on  mental  health  are  insidious  and  can,  in  the  long  run  be  more 
serious.  Overcrowding  is  aggravated  and  difficulties  increase  when 
babies  are  born.  However  happy  one’s  relationship  with  one’s 
in-laws,  it  is  only  in  rare  cases  improved  by  living  with  them,  and 
sharing  a  kitchen,  as  every  woman  knows,  can  be  disastrous.  But 
young  people  will  get  married,  often  without  giving  sufficient 
thought  to  the  question  of  accommodation,  and  so  this  particular 
housing  problem  will  always  be  with  us.  It  emphasises,  however, 
the  necessity  for  houses  for  general  need. 

It  is  not  within  the  scope  of  this  report  to  deal  with  the  health 
of  the  school  children.  Uttoxeter,  however,  has  an  exceptionally 
high  school  population  for  it  is  an  educational  centre  not  only  for 
its  own  children  but  also  for  those  from  a  wide  surrounding  area 
and  has  a  certain  responsibility  to  them.  There  is  one  amenity 
which  they  lack  and  which  would  benefit  the  town  as  a  whole 
greatly.  It  was  mentioned  as  long  ago  as  1948  in  your  Medical 
Officer’s  Report.  I  am  referring  to  a  swimming  pool.  Uttoxeter 
Urban  District  Council  is  unique  in  owning  a  Racecourse — let  it 
lead  the  field  in  providing  a  swimming  pool.  From  the  health  point 
of  view  the  Racecourse  may  provide  a  pleasant  way  of  enjoying  the 
fresh  air — even  some  of  the  horses  seem  to  have  no  other  purpose 
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in  view — but  swimming  is  a  particularly  healthy  form  of  exercise, 
and  at  present  our  children  have  to  travel  to  Burton  or  Stafford  to 
enjoy  it,  a  journey  which  naturally  discourages  many.  A  swimming 
pool  would  benefit  children  and  adults,  and  would  be  an  asset  to 
the  town  generally. 

With  regard  to  the  routine  work  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  housing  and  food  inspection,  complaints  received  and 
dealt  with,  etc.,  figures  are  given  in  the  report  of  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector.  But  statistics  give  only  a  bare  impression  of  the 
actual  work  involved,  and  I  thank  him  and  his  assistant  for  the 
efficient  and  conscientious  way  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their 
duties  and  for  their  unfailing  support  and  co-operation. 

My  thanks  are  due  also  to  your  Surveyor,  Rating  Officer  and 
Housing  Manager  for  their  co-operation  and  their  contribution  to 
this  report,  and  to  the  clerical  staff  whose  assistance  I  greatly 
appreciate.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 
Laboratory  Facilities 

This  district  is  served  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in 
Stafford,  which  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Samples  and  specimens  submitted  by  general  practitioners  and 
by  the  Public  Health  Department  are  examined  and  reported  on. 
An  advisory  service  is  also  available  in  the  event  of  the  outbreak  of 
an  infectious  disease  such  as  food  poisoning,  and  on  these  occasions 
the  helpful  advice  of  the  Director,  Dr.  Mackay-Scollay,  is  much 
appreciated. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

{An  Area  Health  Function ) 

During  1958  a  24  hour  service  has  been  maintained  by  the 
Staffordshire  Ambulance  Service,  which  has  been  under  Radio 
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Control  since  1956. 

There  are  six  ambulance  cars  stationed  at  Uttoxeter — three 
can  be  adapted  for  sitting  cases,  also  one  Civil  Defence  Ambulance. 

The  Uttoxeter  Ambulance  Staff  consists  of  a  personnel  of  17 
men,  and  the  day  is  divided  into  three  periods  of  eight  hours. 

Home  Nursing 

(An  Area  Health  Function ) 

In  your  area  there  are  two  full-time  Nurses,  one  full-time 
Midwife  and  one  full-time  Health  Visitor. 

HOSPITALS,  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS 
Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  Uttoxeter  Urban  District,  and, 
as  in  previous  years,  the  arrangements  in  this  connection  were  as 
follows  : — 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  majority  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  this  district  are, 
when  necessary,  admitted  to  Bucknall  Isolation  Hospital. 

General  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases 

Patients  suffering  from  medical  and  surgical  conditions,  on 
account  of  which  they  required  to  be  admitted  to  hospital,  went 
mainly  to  the  infirmaries  at  Derby,  Stoke-on-Trent,  Stafford  and 
Burton-on-Trent.  Whereas  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary  at  Derby  was  included 
in  the  Sheffield  Hospital  Region,  the  other  three  infirmaries  referred 
to  above  were  situated  in  the  Birmingham  Hospital  Region.  Never¬ 
theless,  it  is  possible  for  patients  from  Uttoxeter  to  be  admitted 
to  any  of  these  hospitals  irrespective  of  the  administrative  boundary. 

Maternity  and  Gynaecological  Cases 

These  cases  were  mainly  admitted  to  the  Derbyshire  Hospital 
for  Women,  The  North  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary,  Stoke-on- 
Trent,  the  Ashbourne  Maternity  Home  and  to  Burton  Maternity 
Unit. 

Geriatric  Cases 

Old  people  suffering  from  chronic  illness  and  in  need  of  care 
and  attention  were  admitted  to  Fernleigh,  Stafford ;  Trent  House, 
Stone ;  Ivy  House,  Cannock  ;  and  occasionally  to  the  Geriatric 
Unit,  Bucknall. 

Clinics 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary 

Most  patients  attended  the  Stafford  Centre  by  appointment, 
but  all  are  visited  in  their  homes  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor.  (Some  attend  the  Burton  Clinic). 
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Minor  Ailments  Clinic 

The  Local  Education  Authority,  the  Staffordshire  County 
Council,  during  1958,  continued  to  provide  a  Minor  Ailment 
Clinic.  The  Clinic  is  held  at  Heath  House  on  Friday  mornings. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre 

The  Staffordshire  County  Council,  during  1958,  as  the  Local 
Health  Authority,  provide  an  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  in  Uttoxeter. 
Sessions  are  held  on  each  Friday  afternoon  at  Heath  House. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  provided  also  by  the  Staffordshire 
County  Council.  Sessions  are  held  fortnightly  on  Tuesday  after¬ 
noons  at  Heath  House. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

The  Service  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  under 
permissive  powers  deriving  from  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946. 

This  is  one  of  the  services  provided  under  the  National  Health 
Act  for  which  the  local  health  authority,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Minister,  may  recover  from  persons  availing  themselves  of  it,  such 
charge  (if  any)  as  the  authority  considers  reasonable,  having  regard 
to  the  means  of  those  persons.  This  entails  in  those  cases  in  which 
the  applicant  states  that  he  is  unable  to  pay  the  full  amount,  the 
assessment  of  income  and  the  application  of  a  scale  which  results 
in  a  charge  (if  any)  being  made  for  the  service  of  a  Help  related  to 
what  the  individual  is  able  to  pay.  In  some  cases  no  charge  is  made 
for  this  service.  There  are  eight  part-time  helpers  and  27  cases 
have  been  assessed  in  1958.

RODENT  CONTROL 

A  rodent  operative  is  employed  for  duties  in  both  the  Urban 
and  Rural  areas  and  works  under  the  supervision  of  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

Throughout  the  district  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  is 
provided  for  residential  property,  while  the  cost  of  the  work  at 
business  premises  is  rechargeable.

Fumigation  Work 

Cockroach  infestation  still  persists  in  certain  of  the  pre-war 
Council  houses,  and  a  total  of  150  fumigations  have  been  carried 
out.  In  addition  seven  houses  have  been  treated  for  ant  infestation. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  1958,  as  in  previous  years,  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  refuse  continued  to  be  dealt  with  in  your  district.  A  controlled 
tip  was  in  use  throughout  the  year,  and  as  a  result  of  careful  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  method  of  tipping,  along  with  the  use  of  sufficiency  of 
covering  material,  the  state  of  the  tip  was  generally  satisfactory, 
and  no  serious  nuisance  arose.  The  tip  is  sited  at  Bramshall  (dis¬ 
used  marl  pit). 

NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION  SERVICE 

By  arrangement  with  the  Uttoxeter  Rural  District  Council 
24  pails  within  the  Urban  area  were  emptied  weekly. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  now  at  the  limit  of  their 
capacity  and  a  generally  satisfactory  effluent  is  only  obtained  by  the 
use  of  chemical  coagulation  with  “  Aluminoferric  ”  at  considerable 
expense.  The  existing  works  have  insufficient  standby  tanks  to 
cater  for  the  flow  during  de-sludging,  and  in  storm  times,  and  the 
valving  arrangements  are  not  flexible  enough  to  make  the  best  use 
of  the  plant  available. 

Storm  water  overflows  at  the  Gas  Works  and  in  Church  Street 
are  brought  into  use  far  too  frequently  to  the  detriment  of  ditches 
and  watercourses  into  which  they  discharge. 

Ditches  generally  in  the  Derby  Road  area  right  across  the 
Town  Meadows  to  the  Hockley  Brook  are  now  under  comprehen¬ 
sive  consideration  to  provide  both  a  better  outfall  for  the  new 
Culvert  in  the  Wharf  Area  and  to  provide  an  open  watercourse  so 
that  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works  can  be  discharged  at  a 
nearer  point  to  the  works,  as  the  existing  mile  long  effluent  main 
causes  deterioration  of  the  effluent  between  the  works  and  the 
Hockley  Brook  due  to  the  lack  of  sun  and  fresh  air.

(c)  Crumpwood 

Series  of  chambered  springs  known  as  the  Wood  Springs  about 
six  miles  north  of  Uttoxeter  on  the  north  side  of  the  River 
Churnet  by  Crumpwood  Weir. 

The  water  issues  through  fissures  in  the  rock  which  is  bunter 
sandstone  occurring  near  the  surface  at  this  point,  and  covered 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  by  clay  and  alluvial  deposit.  The 
Springs  lie  at  the  foot  of  the  steep  wooded  slope  at  the  North 
side  of  the  valley,  which  is  largely  covered  with  sand  and 
gravel  at  this  point.  The  water  flows  by  gravity  to  the  pump- 
well  about  200  yards  away. 

The  total  minimum  yield  is  approximately  360,000  g.p.d. 

(d)  Hulme  Springs  Boreholes 

Two  100ft.  deep  12in.  diam.  boreholes  have  been  completed 
at  Hulme  Springs  together  with  a  9in.  diam.  main  to  deliver  the 
water  to  the  Pumping  Station  at  Crumpwood. 

The  minimum  yield  is  400,000  g.p.d. 

Projected  Water  Schemes 

It  is  hoped  shortly  to  submit  outline  schemes  to  the  Ministry 
for  the  provision  of  additional  storage  accommodation  at  Prestwood 
and  Bramshall  and  new  mains  for  improved  distribution  within  the 
Urban  area  and  to  supply  the  Highwood  area.

It  will  be  noted  that  although  the  total  number  is  small  there 
was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  during  1958.  This  disease  is  due  to  a  local  infection  in  the 
throat  by  certain  strains  of  streptococcus  haemolyticus,  the 
toxins  of  which  produce  a  rash.  The  severity  of  the  disease  has 
been  considerably  modified  by  modern  drugs  and  complications 
such  as  nephritis  and  otitis  media  rarely  occur.  It  is  now  seldom 
necessary  to  send  a  child  with  Scarlet  Fever  to  hospital  unless  there 
are  in  contact  a  number  of  small  children,  dairy  workers  or  a 
recently  delivered  woman. 

There  were  13  cases  of  suspected  sonne  dysentery  notified 
during  the  year.  Of  these  the  confirmed  cases  consisted  of  two 
family  outbreaks  occurring  in  April  and  June,  respectively.  In 
both  instances  the  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced,  but  the 
cases  were  relatively  mild  and  cleared  up  satisfactorily  with  treat¬ 
ment.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  responsibility 
has  passed  to  the  Local  Health  Authority,  upon  which  is  laid  the 
obligation  to  arrange  for  the  immunisation  of  all  persons  in  the 
Area  of  the  authority  (Section  26).  As  in  previous  years  it  was 
possible  in  1958  for  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised  by 
their  own  family  doctor  free  of  charge.  Immunisation  was  also 
available  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in  Uttoxeter,  and  special 
immunising  sessions  were  also  held  at  the  various  schools  in 
Uttoxeter.

The  number  of  children  receiving  protection  against  diph¬ 
theria  is  higher  than  in  1957,  but  it  ought  to  be  higher  still.  Every 
effort  must  be  made  to  make  parents  realise  that  diphtheria  still 
constitutes  a  grave  danger,  particularly  if  the  number  of  children 
protected  falls  to  a  low  level,  and  to  encourage  them  to  have  their 
children  immunised.

Here  again  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
receiving  protection,  but  it  gives  no  room  for  complacency  and 
must  be  improved  upon. 


WHOOPING  COUGH 

Towards  the  end  of  1953  immunisation  against  Whooping 
Cough  was  made  available  by  the  County  Council  as  the  local 
Health  Authority.  Immunisations  are  carrried  out  at  the  various 
Welfare  Centres  and  by  general  practitioners. 

In  1958,  81  children  received  the  full  course  of  injections  for 
protection  against  Whooping  Cough  (42  received  protection  in 
1957). 

In  the  Uttoxeter  Urban  District  four  cases  occurred  during 
1958,  none  of  which  required  treatment  in  hospital. 


POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

During  1958,  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  offered  to 
all  children  under  15  years,  expectant  mothers  and  other  priority 
groups,  and  later  in  the  year  to  the  extended  age  group  of  15  to 
25  year  olds.
